Wireless TtlpflrapHy Has Not Entirely 
Supplanted SurittQht Sig­ 
naling. 


The heliograph, although largely su­ 
perseded by wireless telegraphy, still 
Is used on the frontiers <>f India and in 
South Africa, where the air Is clear 
and signals can be seen over long «lia* 
tabees. 
Botha’s men are using It, and mo 
arc HI* opponents, though perhaps ttaey 
seldom mink thtn method of signaling 
by means of flashing reflections of the 
sun’s rays is more than 2,000 years old, 
being invented by Tacitus. The shUHda 
of soldiers, grouped in a prearranged 
manner, were used, but, of course, the 
system was very prim itive and tm n r 
mission slow, only the sim plest ex* 
presslons being possible. 
Under favorable conditions a helio­ 
graph signal can be read for very long 
distances, 770 miles being not at all 
uncommon, while 15 years ago Major 
Home, on the atalT of General Frenen, 
managed to send messages for 92 
miles, for long a record.

Wheh the thirteenth annual conven 
tlon of the American Electro-Chemical 
society is held in New York city from 
September 27 to September 30, mem 
bers will discuss the problem of ob 
talnlng nitrates from the atmosphere. 
N itrates are not only im portant as 
fertilizers, bnt they are a basic in- 
grtftltfft in the m anufacture of ex 
plosives. The world has been depend­ 
ing upon Chile for its supply, and the 
deposits there will probably last 50 
years longer, but the United States 
Is endeavoring to make itself Independ­ 
ent of any foreign source of supply, 
and the electro-chemists are endeavor­ 
ing to find a practicable method of ex­ 
tracting the nitrates from the nitrogen 
gas which forms 80 per cent of the 
air. The first plant for the manufac­ 
ture of nitrates was erected at Nlag* 
ara Falls.
